President said, ‘‘we shall not re­ 
gret” having signed the treaty 
which he called “a message of 
hope for all the world.” 


The President pledged the Unit­ 
ed

spirit” of thcf treaty outlawing 
all but underground tests. 
He 
urged others to do the same. 


But he vowed the United States 
“can and must keep our vigi­ 
lance” under term s of the treaty, 
which has been signed by more 
than IOO nations since it first was 
signed by the United States, Rus­ 
sia, and Great Britain in Mosc ow 
in early August. 


Kennedy signed four copies— 
one for each of the governments 
of the three original signers of 
the treaty and one to be put in 
the U.S. National Archives. 


He signed the first copy at 
10:04 a.m., EDT in the historic 
Treaty Room of the White House.
